election and that the chief justice’s 
post was not vacant at the time 
of the balloting. 

Chief Justice Reid was repre- 
sented by B. D. (Buck) Murphy, 
former assistant attorney general 
under Governor Talmadge. Mur- 
phy handled all of Talmadge’s po- 
litical litigation before the su- 
preme court during the former 
Governor’s administration. 

The former assistant attorney 
general cited the State Constitu-, 
tion to prove that there was no 
vacancy at the time Monroe Ste- 
phens, of Blue Ridge, claims he 
was elected. He quoted the fol- 
lowing from Article 6, Section 2, 
Paragraph 8 of the constitution: 

Constitution Quoted. 

**In case of any vacancy which 
causes an unexpired term, the 
same shall be filled by executive 
appointment, as the person ap- 
pointed by the Governor shall hold 
his office until the next regular 
election, and until his successor 
for the balance of the unexpired 
term shall have been elected and 
qualified.”

Also argued was wheth- 
er there actually was “a vacancy 
in the office of chief justice, since 
Reid held a commission by ex- 
ecutive appointment. 

At the outset of the case Ste- 
phens sought to disqualify the en- 
tire court because, he said, the 
justices previously had reached a 
decision when they issued an or- 
der prohibiting him from inter- 
fering with the court. He was 
overruled by Presiding Justice R. 
C. Bell.

pital, Henrietta Egleston Hospital for Children, 


Piedmont hospital, St. Joseph’s infirmary, Unit- 
ed States Penitentiary hospital, Veterans’ Ad- 


ministration hospital, Emory University hos- 
pital, Scottish Rite Hospital for Crippled Chil- 
dren and the Fort McPherson Army hospital. 

Any community may rightfully be proud 
when its hospitals are placed on this approved 
list. It means that proper hospitalization, fully 
up to all standards set by the college of sur- 
geons, is available for its citizens at all times. 


It should be remembered, too, that the stand- 


ards required for such rating are both strict 
and severe. 

A good hospital adds to the security and 
prosperity of a community. Its cost is repaid, 
many times, in the prevention of economic and 
human waste, while on the emotional side the 
amount of suffering, of worry and of death it 
prevents is incalculable. Good hospitalization 
for a community is a form of insurance against 
poverty, dependency, delinquency and crime 
and each locality should invest as much 4s pos- 
sible in such insurance. 

Atlanta has for many years been blessed 
with excellent hospitals. While a greater bed 
capacity—which means more or larger hospit- 
als—could be used, this city compares favor- 
ably with others of its size both in the extent 
and quality of the hospital service available. 

It is of additional interest to note that the 
College of Surgeons listed four local institutions 
for conducting approved cancer clinics. They 
are Georgia Baptist hospital, Steiner Cancer 
hospital, Emory Univesity hospital and the 
Veterans’ Administration hospital. It is only 
within the past 20 years that the war on can- 
cer has reached the stage where it is known, 
definitely, that the disease is curable if attack- 
ed in its early stages. For this reason the lead- 
ers in the fight to reduce cancer mortality 


_have concentrated upon the spreading of 


knowledge about the disease. In this work ap- 
proved clinics are a vital point. They provide 


the means by which all may discover the pres- 


‘ence of cancer in its earliest, incipient form,

Another Perfect Month 

Atlanta has completed. another full month 
without a traffic fatality to mar its vital sta- 
tistics record. Everyone hopes, of course, that 
this marks the first period of a long stretch 
without traffic deaths to exceed that estab- 
lished during the summer, of 87 days. 

It will, however, take extra care at this sea- 
son of the year. With the shorter days and 
earlier dusk, proportionately heavier after 
dark traffic increases the hazard of the streets. 
With the coming’of winter, its rain and, possi- 
bly, sleet and snow, both pedestrians and mo- 
torists will find it harder to foresee approach- 
ing hazards. And colder weather will impel 
autoists to keep closed the windows of their 
cars, thus making proper signals harder to ob- 
serve. 

But, despite these added handicaps, the 87- 
day record can be broken. If Atlanta and all 
her visitors will, unanimously, resolve at once 
not to have another traffic fatality, the 
chances are she won’t. For the traffic accident 
that could not have been avoided, had all in- 
volved been properly law abiding and alert, is 
@ rarity. 

Couldn’t Atlanta give herself a delightful 
Christmas present this year by making all the 
days between now and the morning when 
Santa Claus comes ’round, days without traf- 
fic deaths?

Coffee Insurance ~"*” 

War risk insurance, which sometimes hamp- 
ers the movement of goods between neutral 
countries in time of conflict, has been offset 
by the Brazilian government with a unique 
plan applicable to shipments of its coffee. 

According to the Associated Coffee Industries 
of America, the Brazilian government will in- 
sure coffee shipments at one-half the quoted 
rate of the regular underwriters, ‘with the ad- 
ditional provision that the rate never will be 
more than one per cent of the value of the 
cargo. 

Originally set up for European shippers, it 
now is applicable to Americans as well, with 
payment of losses to be made in kind. Coffee 
purchased in Brazil and lost at sea will be re- 
placed, at the docks in Santos, by an equal 
number of bags which the purchaser may then 
reship. 

However novel the plan, it is doubtful that 
it will be far extended. For the coffee used 
to replace any insured bags which may be lost 
is that which the Brazilian government already 
has in reserve to be destroyed as surplus. That 
is one of the few advantages of having a 
surplus. 


This Is News! 


It has remained for the little town of Ozark, 
Ala., to provide the outstanding example for 
modern times of the ancient axiom that, when 
man bites dog, it is news. 

That community has completed a new, $50,- 
000 elementary school, without any govern- 
ment help. whatsoever! Nary an ‘alphabetical 
agency had a hand, at all. There was no fed- 
eral grant in aid, no federal loan, no financial 
help from city, county or state. 

The new building replaces a_ structure 
burned last December. The insurance on the 
building lost was $28,000. Ozark firms supplied 
building materials at cost. The state depart- 
ment of education contributed the sole outside 
help by providing free architects’ plans. By 
taking the insurance money and what cash the 
local school board had on hand, and by the 
exercise of most careful management, the 
school was completed. 

It duplicates all facilities of the burned 
building and has, in addition, a 600-seat audi- 
torilum and a basement ‘cafeteria. Typical of 
the local co-operation is the fact that citizens 
donated the dishes and other utensils for the 
cafeteria. 

There should be no wonder that Ozark, Ala., 
is strutting rather pridefully these days. Not 
many local school boards, in this era of gov- 
ernmental handout, can boast of such an 
achievement without outside assistance.

unfortunate War Resources Board, the impression has got about 
that business men’s emergency participation in the government is 
at an end. This is not the fact. Actually, many of the government 
agencies and departments are constantly calling for business volun- 
teers, but, as the new recruits are greeted with no great fanfare, 
their presence is not noticed. * 

At the Commerce Department, indeed, the business volunteers 
have been chiefly instrumental in building up an entirely new 
departmental prestige and authority. Under old Uncle Dan Roper, 
commerce was a shabby warren of political hacks. When Harry L. 
Hopkins was made secretary, he had great plans, but his unlucky 
illness caused them to be-still-born. Only lately has the amiable 
under-secretary, the ex-Life-Saver king, Edward Noble, been able 
to get a real grip on departmental affairs. 

As soon as it was clear that he was fully in charge in his chief’s 
absence, Noble began bringing down men to infuse new life in the 
department. Some of them are younger businessmen of a liberal 
cast of mind, like Dudley P. K. Wood, formerly a director of Ameri- 
can Machine and Foundry. Others are seasoned veterans, like Rob- 
ert E. McConnell, a slightly surprising millionaire who will serve 
as a typical specimen of this novel genus of public servant. 


THE CATALYST ADVENTURE McConnell, whose official 


title is now business adviser 


to the Department of Commerce, is a tallish, dark, pleasant-spoken 


man. He does not seem to have gained the self-confidence most 
men: would derive from the possession of a very respectable number 
of millions-of dollars. Yet he has done some bold things in his time. 

He was born in Montrose, Col., in 1889, graduated from the 
Columbia University school of mines, and became a mining engineer 
in the years before the first World War. He did not do badly in 
the business, but he had made no name for himself when the United 
States joined the Allies. He came on to Washington to volunteer, 
was made a junior lieutenant in the navy, and put in charge of the 
navy’s nitrates section. There, rather fretfully, he stayed until the 
war ended. 

Then, the army was intensely anxious to get its hands on the 
process for manufacturing artificial nitrates, which had enabled 
Germany to prolong her resistance. Because so many army officers 
wanted to fight the Battle of Paris, there was a general order for- 
bidding any of thém to leave for France after the armistice. Not 
wishing to make an exception, Secretary of War Newton D. Baker 
applied to Assistant Secretary of the Navy Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
for a young navy officer to get the German formula. McConnell 
was chosen, sailed for Europe, and made his way to one of the Ger- 
man towns where the nitrates were being manufactured. The secret 
of the German process was the chemical catalyst by which hydro- 
gen and nitrogen were comhined into ammonia. The catalyst was 
sealed up in the factory’s huge blending tanks, and the factory 
managers politely refused to give McConnell a sample. Finally, 
he went to the French commander of the army of occupation, asked 
angrily, “Who the hell won this war?” and obtained a military 
escott with whose help he got all that he wanted. He was just in 
time, for, a few days later, Germany’s right to her chemical secrets 
was suddenly confirmed. 


SIGN OF THE TIMES After the war, McConnell went into 
t 


he investment businéss, and in 1929 
founded an investment trust, the Mayflower Associates, which was 
given the SEC’s blue ribbon for good management. As McConnell 
sold out the trust’s portfolio just after the market peak in 1929, 
reinvested its funds just before the low in 1932, and finally liqui- 
dated it at the high in 1936, the blue ribbon was well deserved. 
The stockholders got $137 for every $60 they put in, and McConnell 
got his handsome private fortune. Besides his work at the Com- 
merce Department, his great interests now are his big farm in Vir- 
ginia and the collection of American animals which he is building 
up for the New Y Natural History Museum, 

McConnell has had a singular career, but his contribution to the 
government is by no means singular. He and the other business 
men like him bring a fresh viewpoint and an informal approach to 
public affairs which puts the regular officials completely on their 
toes. If the men like McConnell were highly publicized pooh-bahs, 
they would probably not do much good, for they would be con- 
stantly tripping over their press clippings. But, inconspicuous as 
these men are, and minor as their official rank may be, their pres-

Some Things 
That Puzzle Me. 

There are, of course, innumer- 
able things, situations and modes 
of thought in this world of war 
today that puzzle me. And, it must 
be so, that puzzle all of us. 


However, there are a few things

First of all, let us consider that 
recent proposal, advanced by some 
of the most heated debaters, in or 
out of congress, on the issue of 
repeal of the arms embargo in 
that misnamed “neutrality act.” 

This is the proposal to limit ex- 
ports of arms to “defensive arms,” 
alone and prohibit so-called “of- 
fensive arms.” 

Who is going to define the two 
groups? It seems to me all arms 
belong equally in either classifi- 
cation.

I/lustrate. 

For instance, if a professional 
killer uses a revolver to “wipe 
out” his victim, that revolver 1s 
indubitably an offensive weapon. 
But the peaceful, honest house- 
holder may use exactly the same 
gun to defend his home against 
burglars. Then it becomes, also 
beyond question, strictly a defen- 
sive weapon. ; 

Take another, more analogous 
example. One of the belligerent 
nations sends squadrons of bomb- 
ing planes to attack an enemy ob- 
jective. A railroad center, a munl- 
tions dump or a city. As they ap- 
proach their goal, hundreds of 
combat planes soar into the air to 
drive them away. Certainly, those 
combat planes are defensive 
weapons, in that instance. 


A little later, however, the other 
side decides to make a heavy at- 
tack on the enemy lines. And it 
sends out, as its first move, wave 
after wave of those same combat 
planes to clear the air of enemy 
flyers. 

You’d have to class those combat 
planes as offensive weapons, 
wouldn’t you, in that instance? 


The bombing planes that at- 
tack cities? They’re offensive 
weapons when so used, but if they 
bomb enemy artillery emplace- 
ments, to try and stop the shells 
decimating their own ranks, they’d 
be defensive. 

When you add to the problem 
the ancient axiom that the best 
defense is an offense, you con- 
fuse the issue still further. It 
seems to me all weapons are both 
offensive and defensive, depend- 
ing entirely upon the circum- 
stances of their use.

is “imperialism.” They are forever 
stating “this is not a war of ideo- 
logies,” when that is exactly what 
it is. 

If there was one comment I 
heard more than another, on all 
sides, while in England at the time 
the war began, it was to the effect 
of “well, war is a hateful thing, 
but it’s got to be gone through 
with. We can’t go on any longer 
permitting Hitler to do as he 
pleases, lie as he pleases and get 
away with repeated rape of one 
nation after another. There isn’t 
a thing we can gain out of this 
war, except decent sécurity and 
the removal of a constant threat 
against peace.” 


That is true. Britain can gain 
nothing material, save peace and 
security, out of this war. To the 
contrary, it is certain to cost her 
dearly. Yet, equally truly, it is a 
war that was unavoidable, unless 
you believe all that Britain and 
France have stood for in western 
civilization should be wiped out 
and all Europe turned over to 
Hitler and Stalin, to do with as 
they wish. 

The only “imperialism” in this 
war is the imperialism of Nazidom. 
That, in fact, is all left to Hitler 
now he has surrendered to the 
Soviet.

We have only a fraction of the machine guns needed, and this 
is equally true of anti-tank guns, anti-aircraft guns, tanks, heavy 
artillery and modern high-speed carriages. 

Mind you, this is the state of our present little army of 60,000 
fighters. How could we equip a real army? It will take several 
years, even if we do our utmost. And then men must be taught 
to use this modern equipment, for the complicated war machines of 
today cannot be haridled by rookies. :

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—(P)— 
Proclaiming November 11 as Ar- 
mistice Day, President Roosevelt 
asserted today that it was appro- 


priate for the American people to 
reflect upon the hour “when the 
voices of war were silenced and 
to look forward even now to a 
time when a just and enduring 
peace shall be established among 
all the peoples of the earth.” 
The proclamation, issued at a 
time when Europe again is en- 


gaged in conflict, commented on 


the “tragic situation in which the 
world finds itselftoday, with the 
destructive forces of war once 
again unleashed.” 

The President acted in accord- 
ance with an act of congress, 


passed in 1926, requesting the 
chief executive to issue an armi- 
stice proclamation. An act in 1938 
provided that each November 11 
shall be “dedicated to the cause of 
world peace,” and made a legal 
public holiday. 

The proclamation directed that 
the United States flag be display- 
ed on all government buildings 
November 11 and the President in- 
vited the people of the nation “to 
observe the day in schools and 
churches, or other suitable places, 
with appropriate ceremonies.” 

The original Armistice Day act 
of 1926 proposed appropriate cere- 
monies “expressive of our grati- 
tude for peace and our desire for 
the continuance of friendly rela- 
tions with all other people.”

News of the 
plot and its outcome was given 
first by Nazis of the latter classi- 
fication and a number of deputies 
later said they had confirmed the 
reports, 

They said those marked for 
death included Kalman MHubay, 
whom the Hungarian Nazi chose 
to succeed Ference Szalasi, “Hun- 
garian Hitler,” after the latter was 
sentenced to three years in jail.”

Repulse was sunk. 

The report that the Repulse had 
been. torpedoed so soon after the 
sinking, announced Saturday, of 
the 29,150-ton Royal Oak caused 
Nazi confidence to increase by 
leaps and bounds. Germany would 
win the war,’ was the confident 
expression. 

Details of both encounters weré 
lacking as the submarine com- 
mander apparently was attempt- 
ing to attack all British ships he 
could find before returning to his 
home base to make a report—and 
receive the Iron Cross for his 
achievement. 

(The Repulse was commis- 
sioned in 1916 and recon- 
structed in 1936 at a cost of 
about: $5,500,000. The war- 
ship has a compliment of from 
1,181 to 1,205 men.) 

Allied Planes Downed. 

Submarines did not steal all the 
limelight. Anti-aircraft batteries 
in the region of Mainz and Frank- 
fort on the Main, the high com- 
mand reported, last night brought 
down a British Whitney bombing 
plane and a French Potez 63 scort- 
ing ship. The announcement said 
one Frenchman and one Briton 
were killed and three British and 
two French fliers taken prisoners. 

While submarines were giving 
Germany’s answer to Britain’s re- 
jection of Hitler’s peace offer, dip- 
lomats at Tallinn signed an agree- 
ment with the Estonian govern- 
ment for repatriation of German 
minorities in that country. 

The pact was signed, it was 
pointed out, in accordance with 
Hitler’s plan announced to the 
Reichstag October 6, to return 
people of German extraction from 
neighboring countries. It was es- 
timated about 15,000 persons of 
German blood were living in Es- 
tonia. 

Under the agreement, Estonian 
citizens registered as belonging to 
the German minority will be given 
three months in which to cancel 
their Estonian citizenship and 


leave.

They will be permitted to take 
household goods, objects of his- 
toric or artistic value, automobiles, 
jewelry and tools necessary for 
their trade, plus 50 Estonian 
kroons’ (about $12.50). Cash in ex- 
cess of this sum will be deposited 
to the repatriated person’s credit 
and transferred as soon as practi- 
cable into German marks. 

The agreement was expected to 
serve as a model for similar pacts 
to bring home Germans in Lat- 
via, Lithuania, Soviet Russia, 
Yugoslavia, Hungary and Ruman- 
ia. The first contingent of Ger- 
mans from Latvia arrived at Go- 
tenhafen (Gdynia) aboard the 
steamer Scharhoern last night. 

Meanwhile, the German tenor of 
war sentiment was: “England, you 
asked for it and now you are get- 
ting it.” 

Nazi quarters spoke as if victory 
was at hand and as if “the new 
European order” was exclusively 
Germany’s affair. 

The newspaper Deutsche Alige- 
meine Zeitung wrote: “We de- 
stroyed Versailles (the treaty) not 
with England but without England 
and with our own strength, and 
now against England we are going 
to be the strong continental pow- 
er.” 

Strength Surprises Nazis. 

Startling even to Germans, who 
normally have great faith in sub- 
marines, was what they termed 
the ability of the undersea craft 
to attack heavily armored battle- 
ships. 

Field Marshal Hermann wWil- 
helm Goering was reported to have 
held bombing planes as an “ace in 
the hole” for attacks against the 
British fleet, but was represented 
as believing submarines had 
stolen the show from the air fleet. 

Squadrons of bombers were re- 
ported perched on their North Sea 
bases awaiting orders to attack.

Penetrate French Lines. 

The first real shock of the Ger- 
man attack hit the French on the 
Schneeberg Heights, which form 
bastion east of Apach. 

Thin lines of French observa- 
tion posts, guarded by land mines, 
were penetrated by the Germans. 

Before the French were able to 
reorganize their defenses. Nazi 
troops swept into French terri- 
tory, occupied the first houses of 
the village of Apach. 

Immediately, however, the 
French said, French artillery 
found the range of the advancing 
Germans and forced them to halt 
on the outskirts of the little Lor- 
raine village. 

Drive Germans Back. 

The French reformed their lines 
and drove the Germans back to 
position 400 yards north of Apach, 
which left the Nazis holding a line 
100 yards inside French territory. 

This would mean a total ad- 
vance of between a mile and a 
quarter and a mile and a half for 
them during the day. | ; 

Unconfirmed reports said that in 
other sectors on the northern flank 
the French withdrew their most 
advanced posts to main line posi- 
tions on German territory to be 
better prepared to repulse German 
attacks. 

Is Heaviest Fighting.

sity of obtaining a recommenda- 
tion from the supreme court. I 
shall consider my legal power in 
that regard at a later date.” 

The Governor signed the order 
for release as soon as he received 
word from the court, but the offi- 
cial seal with which it must be 
stamped is in Sacramento, so the 
order must go first to the: state 
capitol there, and then to Folsom 
prison. Governor’s office attaches 
said they thought Billings would 
be in a free man by tomorrow 
noon or early afternoon. 


MOONEY EXPECTS 
PARDON OF BILLINGS 

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 16.—(P)— 
Tom Mooney said tonight he was 
“glad” Warren K. Billings had re- 
ceived a commutation of sentence 
but was “genuinely sorry” that 
California’s Governor Culbert L. 
Olson “has not seen fit to grant 
Billings an outright pardon.” 

Mooney was convicted with Bill- 
ings of first-degree murder in San 
Francisco’s Preparedness Day pa- 
rade bombing in 1916 but was par- 
doned by Governor Olson. 

“Billings was just as innocent as 
I and just as deserving of free- 
dom as I,” Mogney said, declar- 
ing that both had been “framed 
and railroaded on. perjured testi- 
mony.”

play. against -Anglo-French naval 
power in the Mediterranean. — 

Against the submarine menace, 
Britain appears not to have started 
where she left off in November, 
1918, after her hard-earned les- 
sons in the World War, in view of 
the few details we have about the 
sinking of the Royal Oak. All we 
know is that she must have been 
struck a terrific blow to have gone 
down so quickly that only a third 
of her personnel was saved. 

Submarine warfare is being 
practiced in much the same way 
as in the World War. We are not 
in the dark about it as we are 
about the actual power of planes. 

Bombers Arrive Quickly. 

Back in 1914-18 Sir John Jellico 
did not have to worry about the 
now-threatened “wave after wave” 
of German bombers, which are 
two hours and a half away from 
Scapa Flow. It is the blows from 
the air which may have led to the 
scattering of British major ships. 
Another reason is the utterly in- 
ferior battleship strength of the 
present German navy. The British 
may have become a little careless 
and overconfident and remained 
so even after the loss of the air- 
craft carrier Courageous. 

Was the Royal Oak alone, with 
the fleet, or with a division or 
more of battleships? The big Brit- 
ish ships need not be out on the 
North sea on watch. 
from the periscopes of their cub- 
marines on the scout off Helgoland 
would flash the word if swift Cc-- 
man pocket battleships started out 
for a raid. That was the method in 
the World War. 

Though the Germans have a big- 
ger torpedo than in the World War. 
it is astonishing that the Royal 
Oak, with her armored blisters, 


should have been sunk so quickly.

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RA DODD AS HEAD 
OF REFORMATORY 


Votes To Put All Five 
Members on Each of 
Standing Committees: 
Hears Auto Cost Cuts. 


: Ira H. Dodd, ‘veteran employe 
of Fulton county schools, yester- 
day was elected unanimously as 
superintendent of the white boys’ 
reformatory, Hapeville, as the 
Fulton county commission in spe- 
Clal session moved to ease ten- 


sion in its membership b ex- 
panding membership of Mail Mend. 
ing committees to include the en- 
tire commission. 

Election of Dodd followed a rec- 
ommendation by a special citizens’ 
commission, headed by Jere A. 
Wells, county school superintend- 
ent, and marks the beginnings of 
conversion of the old farm into a 
vocational training school. 

_Abrogating a 50-year-old tra- 
dition during which various 
standing committees of the com- 
mission have been compused of 
three members, the comrpission 
voted unanimously and without 
debate to increase the meinbership 
to five so that all commission 
members will be members of all 
committees. 

Reverses Former Stand. 

Sponsored apparently by the 
entire commission, the measure 
created no dissension, and was m 
marked contrast to another meas- 
ure offered several weeks ago to 
abolish all standing committees 
and place their functions again 
directly under the commission 
acting as a body. 

At that time, commission mem- 
bers voted three against passage 
to two for. 

Observers yesterday contended 
that the action also might react 
to soften caustic criticisms of 
county administrative methods by 
the September-October grand 
jury, but intimation as to what 
the grand jury’s attitude will be 
was not forthcoming. » 

While the original committee 
proposal would have ‘abolished all 
committees and placed every com- 
missioner on a parity in adminis- 
tration of various county depart- 
ments, the measure will give every 
commissioner an opportunity to 
vote on everything any commit- 
tee does if he so desires, it was 
pointed out. 

Criticism of Plan. 

At the time the original paper 
was presented it was pointed out 
that some commissioners were not 
familiar with the functions of va- 
rious departments because they 
were administered largely by com- 
mittees of which all the commis- 
sioners were not members, and in 
most instances by the chairmen of

to committee members. 
- Whether or not the new ar- 
rangement will obviate such crit- 


; icism remains a matter for future

development, it was said. It hinges 
solely on whether or not commit- 
tee chairmen assemble their com- 
mittees to discuss various matters, 
and then, on whether or not the 
entire committee attends. 

At any rate, it will eliminate 
criticism that all members of the 
commission do not have the oppor- 
tunity to know . various county 
functions. Criticising members can 
learn what is going on if they at- 
tend meetings. If they do not, the 
fault will lie with them. 

Check on Auto Expense. 

Board members also ordered a 
survey and a report on the duties 
of 16 employes whose automobile 
transportation allowance, for 
which the county is paying, was 
questioned by the grand jury. 

At the insistence of Commis- 
sioner Troy G. Chastain, the com- 
mission asked that the survey be 
made as soon'‘as possible. 

“T think the least the commis- 
sion can do is to give some con- 
sideration to the grand jury’s rec- 
ommendations to determine if they 
are workable, and if not, in what 
respects they are not,” Chastain 
said. : 

A savings of $2,196 was effect- 
ed in September under the new 
county transportation plan, the 
first full month’s operation since 
it went into effect, Al Martin, 
transportation clerk, notified the 
commission meeting.

Since tren he has been superin- 
tendent of transportation and chief 
truant officer for the Fulton 
schools. In the latter work he has 
been associated closely with white 
and negro juvenile farms and 
courts. 

While the commission was in 
session yesterday, various subcom- 
mittees of the grand jury continued 
their stud, of county administra- 
tion. Wardens from all the prison 
camps and Chief Warden A, A. 
(Bud) Clarke were questioned 
about the use of county convict 
labor and materials on privately 
owned subdivisions and ceme- 
teries, 

After Dodd’s election, the com- 
mission made public the recom- 
mendations of the citizens’ advis- 
ory committee, which the July- 
August grand jury recommended 
be appointed to assist in revamp- 
ing the institution. 

Citizens’ Recommendations. 


Among the outstanding recom- 
mendations were: 

1. Employment of two trained 
vocational supervisors and two 
experienced school teachers. 

2. Employment of an experi- 
enced dietitian, to supervise the 
food of inmates and instruct them 
in health and hygiene. 

3. Immediate purchase of all 
equipment necessary for the vo- 
cational training program “as it 
appears there are sufficient funds 
in the current budget to meet this 
expense.” 

4. Installation of an athletic, or’ 
recreational program, under the 
supervision of an athletic director 
from one of the public schools. 

5. Organization of a band, or- 
chestra and glee club under a pub- 
lic school music supervisor. 

Religious Services. 

6. Institution of daily religious 
services under the direction of the 
management and Sunday services 
conducted by visiting ministers. 

7. Installation of a complete rec- 
ord system, including daily reports 
on the health and behavior of in- 
mates and inventories on equip- 
ment and supplies, to be followed 
by annual reports to the commis- 
sioners. 


8. Establishment of salaries’of} 


employes commensurate with their 
qualifications and duties in order 
that employes may be made to 
feel that future employment will 
be dependent on their efficiency 
and the results obtained. 

There was considerable specula- 
tion as to just what impelled the 
committee personnel additions, but 
the most plausible appeared to be 
that commissioners were ready to 
give every commission member 
an “insight into the administration 
of the county from all angles.” 

The new move also will to some 
extent curb “politics” in 1940 
committee appointments when the 
board reorganizes. Under the ro- 
tation system of filling commission 
posts, Chastain probably will be 
designated as chairman of the 
1940 commission, succeeding Ed 
L. Almand, who probably will go 
to the chairmanship of the impor- 
tant public works committee. 

Appoints Chairmen. 

Chastain, therefore, will make 
1940 committee appointmients. 
However, under the resolution ap- 
proved yesterday, he will do noth- 
ing more than name committee 
chairmen, with all members of the 
commission becoming mémbers of 
every committee automatically. 

In 1938, a parks department 
was created and Chastain has been 
chairman of this committee, sec- 
ond in importance at the present 
time only to the public works com- 
mittee. It is considered likely that 
Commisswner Ragsdale, who is 
now public works chairman, will 
go to the parks committee next 
year. 

The police committee is now 
headed by Dr. Charles R. Adams, 
while Gloer Hailey is chairman cf 
the alms and juveniles committee. 

Under the normal rotation sys- 
tem which has been in effect for 
years, except for a short hiatus in 
1935 during the feud between for- 
mer Commissioner George F. Lon- 
gino and the late Commissioner 
Edwin F. Johnson, Hailey would 
become vice chairman of the com- 
mission and 1940 and, if re-elected 
as a commissioner in 1940, would 
a line for the chairmanship in 
1941,

Embargo Opponents Agree 


To Yield on Credit Clauses 


Leaders Also Indicate Inten- 
tion To Relax Severe Ship 
Restrictions. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 16.—(4)— 
To strengthen their position in the 


fight for repeal of the arms em- 
bargo, administration leaders con- 
sented today to strip the neutral- 
ity bill of its provisions permit- 
ting 90-day credits to belligerent 
governments. , 

In addition, the leadership in- 
dicated strongly that it soon would 
be ready with an amendment in- 
tended to relax the measure’s se- 
vere restrictions on the wartime 
operations of American merchant 
ships. 

Tactical Maneuver. 


Separately, or in combination, 
these concessions involved a tac- 
tical maneuver of rguch signifi- 
cance in the present” controversy. 
A number of senators who favor 
repealing the embargo are strong- 
ly opposed to the credit and -hip- 
ping provisions of the bill. By 
meeting their criticism, the lead- 
ership felt that it could nail down 
their votes on the more important 
embargo question. 

Then, too, the leaders hoped that 
by reducing the points of contro- 
versy contained in the bill, much 
time-consuming debate might be 
avoided and a final vote corre- 
spondingly hastened. 


Their earlier predictions that 
general debate could be finished 
by the middle of this week ap- 
peared, however, to be over- 
optimistic, Same opposition sena- 
tors were expecting at least a fort- 
night more of formal speech-mak- 
ing before the bill could be taken 
up for amendment. 

Speeches Proceed. 

The formal speech-making went 
forward today with, for most of 
the time, very few senators and 
a capacity gallery of .spectators 
listening. 

Senator Clark, Democrat, Idaho, 
said the real purpose of repealing 
the embargo was to help Great 
Britain and France in their war 
with Germany. The Allies, he 
added, by refusing even to con- 
sider Hitler’s recent offer of peace 
had become the aggressors in the 
struggle, and consequently did not 
deserve American assistance. Re- 
peal, he argued, moreover, was 
the first step toward American in- 
volvement in the war. 

Senator Shipstead, Farmer-La- 
bor, Minnesota, asserted that “to 
repeal the embargo at this time 
would be directly or indirectly to 
take sides” in the war. If, he said, 
“we are going to take sides, let’s 
be above-board about it,” and not 
“do it by subterfuge.” 

Wants Amendments. 

Senator Gillette, Democrat, 
Iowa, told the senate he would 
support the bill, if amendments 
were introduced to close a “loop- 
hole through which you _ could 
drive a truck.” He referred, he 
said, to amendments forbidding 
credits to private firms in belli- 
gerent countries and to prevent 
beligerent governments from call- 
ing in old securities from their 
citizens and marketing them in 
the United States. 

Senator Capper, . Republican, 
Kansas, said that “when we lift 
the arms embargo and start selling 
war supplies it is almost equiva- 
lent to a declaration of war.” The 
way to ‘stay out of the European 
war,” he added, “is not to take 
the first step that would lead us 
into it—repeal of the embargo 
act.” 

As introduced by Chairman 
Pittman of the foreign relations 
committee, the bill would forbid 
loans to belligerent nations. How- 
ever, this section includes a pro- 
viso giving President Roosevelt 
discretionary power to permit 90- 
day, non-renewable credits. It is 
the latter provision which the ad- 
ministration leaders propose to 
eliminate. 

Credit Provision. 

' The 90-day credit provision had 
been assailed as changing the 
measure from a “cash and carry” 
bill to a “credit and carry” meas- 
ure, Many senators, recalling how 
the Wilson administration first 
permitted credits and later loans 
prior to American entry in the 
first World War, said they feared 
that the proviso might prove an 
“opening wedge” for American 
involvement by a similar series 
of steps. ee 

Proponents of the provision ar- 
gued that 90-day terms and cash, 
when applied to international 
transactions, were pretty nearly 
identical. A short space of time 
had to be allowed, they said, for 
the settlement of international 
balances. 

Intricate Finance. 

Senators were reporting, how- 
ever, that these intricacies of in- 
ternational finance were difficult 
to explain to constituents who had 
been impressed with the charge 
that the bill was a “credit and 
carry” measure. 

Then, too, influential senators 
such as George, Democrat, Geor- 
gia; Byrd, Democrat, Virginia, and 
other Democrats not usually found 
on the administration side of an 
important issue have favored re- 
pealing the embargo but opposed 
the credit section. 

Although the Pittman amend- 
ment went in his general direction, 
Senator George said it did not en- 
tirely satisfy him. He said he 
wanted a further amendment to

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As most of you know who have 
attended your Garden Club meet- 
ing recently, we are to have an- 
other fall gaf@en sehool at the 
Atlanta Woman’s Club on October 
24, 25 and 26. I will try to tell 
you the things which I feel will 
do you the most good at this time 
of the year. However, during the 
three days it will not be possible 
to tell you everything which 
should be told during the fall 
months. I will write some of these 
things from day to day in my 
Fall Garden Notes Then if you 
will attend my three classes you 
will find yourself reminded of the 
things which are best done dur- 
ing the next few weeks. 

This is a splendid time of year 
to make any drastic changes in 
the plan of your. garden. Or if 
you have been so unwise as to 
garden without a plan now is the 
best time to first make a plan on 
paper, then to remake your beds, 
not from the “ground up,” but 
rather from two feet under the 
surface of the ground and up. The 
secret of good gardening lies deep- 
ly hidden in well prepared soil. 
Impatient gardeners sometimes 
feel that this is quite unneceSsary 
and they disregard this -funda- 


. mental fact, and fail. . Sometimes 


it takes many failures to convince 
them of their mistake and to make 
them willing to put so much effort 
where it appareritly does not show. 

You will never again have 
such strenuous soil preparation to 
make, but no garden is ever fin- 
ished, and all flower beds need to 
be remade every two or three 
years. Do not try to remake the 
entire garden at one time, but by 
taking a small part, one or two 


‘flower beds each fall, it will be 


very simple to keep’ the entire 
garden in an excellent condition. 
Since humus is one of the great- 
est needs of all gardens and since 
leaves that have fallen in the au- 
tumn is the most economical way 
in which to obtain humus, to- 
morrow I shall talk a bit about 
composting these fallen leaves to 
add to your soil.

Has a Dual 


Personality

Any unhappy circumstance in 
lives about which we are doing 
nothing is sure to get us down 
and wring the last drop of juice 
from life. Even the patient that 
has an incurable disease and

Nearly always when the visible 
eoael honuis are enlarged (hy- 
pertrophied, as doctors say) the 
pharyngeal tonsil is likewise en- 
larged or hypertrophic. 

Considerable hypertrophy of 
faucial and pharyngeal tonsil tis- 
sue, and of the same type of tis- 
sue elsewhere in the body—(as, 
for example, around the opening 
from the cecum or large bowel 
into the appendix )—is a normal, 
beneficient condition in childhood 
and early youth. The lymphoid 
tissue plays a role in the natural 
defense of the body against bac- 
terial invaders and probably in 
the development of natural im- 
munity. 

Mere enlargement, thickening or 
hypertrophy of lymphoid tissue in 
the tonsils or adenoid body in 
childhood need occasion no anx- 
iety nor call for any treatment as 
long as the child suffers no in- 
jury, harm or handicap from 
purely mechanical obstruction to 
breathing; or no. impairment of 
hearing from mechanical obstruc- 
tion or occlusion of the orifices 
of the Eustachian tubes in the 
throat; or no evident retardation 
or interference with normal 
growth and development (from 
anoxia or deficient oxygenation 
incident to difficult breathing). 

As I have said many times, it 
is in every instance a matter of 
your doctor’s opinion whether your 
complaint is likely to be due to 
focal infection, and whether the 
septic focus responsible for the 
trouble is situated in a tonsil. 
There is no positive way to de- 
termine this. It is wholly a ques- 
tion of your doctor’s best judg- 
ment. 

Some pathologists who have 
studied the tonsils thoroughly 
conclude it is difficult to draw 
the line between normal and in- 
fected tonsils. _For instance, Dr. 
H. F. Wilkinson reported in Ar- 
chives of Otolaryngology all of 
10,000 pairs of tonsils showed evi- 
dence of infection, if the presence 
of leukocytes in the crypts and 
ulceration of the epithelium are 
an indication of infection.

Index to Trend 
Of Furniture 
Is Chair Leg 


By Elizabeth MacRae Boykin. 


The age of elegance had really 
gone about as far as it could by 
the time Louis XVI and Marie 
Antoinette came on the scene, For- 
tunately the reaction and the re- 
viving impulse was a classic in- 
fluence that came into favor at 
this time because of the then re- 
cent excavations in Herculaneum 
and Pompeii. And so the straight 
line returned and geometrics, al- 
though they didn’t entirely re- 
place the florals and ribbon bows, 
at least appeared and contributed 
pleasant contrast. There were 
more pastoral garden tools, shep- 
herdess hats and crooks and musi- 
cal instruments than in the pre- 
ceding period, not so many cooing 
doves and cupids. Columns, acan- 
thus leaves, medallions, mytho- 
logical heads were other impor- 
tant motifs. 

Chair legs (always an index to 
any furniture .fashion) became 
straight and tapered and usually 
reeded or fluted. Chair backs were 
often squared, sometimes oval, 
sometimes bow backed. Occasion- 
ally the backs were carved but 
more often they were upholstered 
in unbelivably fine petit point or 
tapestry. The three-piece chaise 
longue was in vogue; writing fur- 
niture- was important; the bed was 
getting smaller. 

Much Favored. 

Carving was restrained but ex- 
quisite; marquetry was used very 
little; mahogany, walnut, fruit 
wood and satinwood were the cab- 
inet woods, often with lacquer or 
paint finishes, though highly pol- 
ished natural woods were much 
favored too. Ormolu (gilded brass 
and zinc) was used for mounts and 
appliques, especially against the 
dark wood finishes. Marble tops 
for commodes and armoires con- 
tinued in use. 

Because of its basic classic sim- 
plicity of line, despite its grace 
and loveliness, Louis XVI furni- 
ture adapts itself more easily into 
contemporary homes than most 
other French furniture. And it is 
congenial when ensembled with 
various other styles of furniture, 
such as English Georgian or with 
Federal American or éven with 
modern.

Now, keep the knees perfect- 
ly straight and still and pull up 
with the front thigh muscles— 
this is so you won’t push your- 
self too far forward when you be- 
gin working the muscles on the 
back of the hip. All right. Now 
draw the hips together, hard! That 
doesn’t mean fast. Take your time 
and do it slowly and acurately. 
Finally, tuck the hips under. You 
should be able to walk with the 
hips held together and under. 

One good thing leads to an- 
other, and this discipline tends to 
flatten the tummy. You can’t tuck 
the cagcyx under without pulling 
up with the lower abdominal 
muscles—and that’s something 
else you should do all the time, 
not just for a few minutes a day. 
That’s what those muscles are for.

SAYS KIWANIS CHIEF 


Bennett O. Knudson Warns 
of Shifting of Respon- 
sibilities. 

SEA ISLAND, Ga., Oct. 16.—() 


Americans were called upon to-| 


night by Bennett O. Knudson, Ki- 
wanis international president, to 
accept the responsibilities of citi- 
zenship and solve its problems lest 
they be solved “by un-American 
organizations and foreign con- 
trolled groups.” 

In an address before the Geor- 
gia district Kiwanis convention, 
Knudson listed expenditure of 
‘public money, youth, aliens, social 
questions, neutrality and the main- 
tenance of democracy by educa- 
tion as among challenging current 
problems. 

He said Europeans now in the 
grip of dictator governments had 
lost their freedom not by simple 
choice but because they did not 
know what to do about issues and 
problems created by modern con- 
ditions and science. 

“Fate May Overtake Us.” 

He suggested the same fate 
might overtake this country if “we 
shift responsibilities.” Pleading 
that this not be allowed to happen, 
he asserted: 


“Service is the rent we pay for 


the space that we occupy on this 
earth, 
Forest Conservation. 

Director W. C. Hammerle, of the 
State Division of Forestry, outlin- 
ed today three major steps he said 
were “necessary for the conserva- 
tion of the state’s forest resources.” 

He told the Kiwanis conventoin 
these were ‘“(1) Adequate forest 
fire prevention and control; (2) 
reforesting of cutover and burned, 
non-producing lands and of idle 
and abandoned farm lands, and 
(3) application of sound forest 
management practices on the sec- 
ond growth and mature timber 
lands.” 

Kiwanians were urged by Mark 
A. Smith, of Thomaston, interna- 
tional trustee, to strive for service 
as ‘‘the very essence of friendship.” 

District Governor Hamilton T. 
Holt, of Macon, charged member 
Kiwanians. with responsibility for 
individual community service and 
deplored the “pitifully small num- 
ber... actually marching in the 
parade.”

Cut in Cotton Storage Rate 
Is Pushed Despite Protests 


Commodity Credit Corporation, Over Objections of South- 
ern Congressmen Led by Pace, Says Reduction Will 
Be Made Today. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—(/)— 
Over. the objections of southern 
congressmen, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation proceeded to- 
day with a plan to cut the storage 


rate on loan cotton to 12 1-2 
cents a month per bale. 

A score of house members, call- 
ed into session by Representative 
Pace, Democrat, Georgia, adopted 
a resolution this morning asking 
the corporation to fix the maxi- 
mum—temporarily at léeast—at 15 
cents. 

Nevertheless, officials said this 
afternoon the reduction would 
take effect tomorrow on terms the 
corporation announced 10 days 
ago. 

New Contracts. 

At that time, warehousemen 
were sent new storage contracts 
which specified a rate of not more 
than 12 1-2 cents. Heretofore paid 
16 to 25 cents, operators of in- 
land warehouses complained, 
many of them declaring high in- 
surance charges on the lint made 
it imposible for them to continue 
in business at so low a storage 
rate. 

Commodity Credit officials, 
meeting with the congressional 
group, asserted rates of 9 to 10 
cents were available to the gov- 
ernment in some southern cotton 
ports and interior terminal mar- 
kets. They said borrowing farm- 
ers were entitled to reduced stor- 
age charges. The saving to be 


i effected by the order was esti- 


mated at $10,000,000 annually. 
Government Holds Title. 

The new government now holds 
title to about 6,940,000 bales of 
cotton taken as collateral on crop 
loans. This amount passed into 
federal ownership last summer 
when past due loans were fore- 
closed. Title to 4,400,000 bales 
still is vested with farmers. 

In the same resolution, which 
protested against the 12 1-2 cent 
storage rate, the congressmen au- 
thorized appointment of a three- 
member committee to work with 
the Commodity Corporation in ne- 
gotiating for lower insurance 
rates. 

Pace and others declared some 
warehousemen paid 8 1-2 cents a 
monts a bale for insurance, leav- 
ing only four cents of the new 
rate for other expenses. They said 
efforts to obtain cheaper insur- 
ance should have been started long 


ago, and that the corporation it- 


self might take over the insur- 
ance system. 
Recall Negotiations. 

Members of the group recalled 
that negotiations with insurance 
companies and a threat of the cor- 
poration’s taking over the loan 
policies resulted in a sharp reduc- 
tion in corn insurance rates. 

Some congressmen denied the 
reduced storage allowance would 
necessarily result in a saving to 
the farmer. They said the cost of 
shipping the cotton from a dis- 
placed warehouse to a port house 
and back again to the mill area 
might more than offset the saving 
in storage. 

Representative Jones, Democrat, 
Texas, chairman of the house ag- 
riculture committee, urged steps 
looking to lower rates both for in- 
surance and storage. Representa- 
tive Brown, Democrat, Georgia, 
warned a rate less than 15 cents, 
with an insurance rate reduction, 
would be unfair, “and congress 
won’t stand for it.” 

Representative Poage, Democrat, 
Texas, declared the reduction 
would cause a trend toward mo- 
nopolistic control of the warehouse 
business by big operators. He said 
the big warehouses were given in- 
surance rates far lower than those 
paid by smaller ones. 

Pace later announced Represent- 
atives Fulmer, Democrat, South 
Carolina; Poage and Allen, Demo- 


crat, Louisiana, would serve with’) 


him on the committee to negotiate 
for lower insurance rates. 


LIMITS ON SPECULATION 
CALLED “VERY UNWISE” 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 16.—()

the establishment of limits on 
speculative trading in cotton fu- 
tures.

The limits on speculative trans- 
actions in cotton futures are pro-

WALLED HANGCHOW 


Storm City After All-Night 
Attack, Kill Numerous | 
Japanese. 


CHUNGKING, Oct. 16.—(>)— 
Chinese army sources reported to- 
day Chinese forces had stormed 
into the walled city of Hangchow, 
only 90 miles southwest of Shang- 
hai; killed numerous Japanese sol- 
diers; destroyed the power plant, 
and set fire to an ammunition 
dump and the headquarters of the 
Japanese puppet regime.

GRANT & COMPANY 
HEARING ORDERED 


SEC Charges That Atlanta 
Firm  Misrepresented 
Prices of Stocks. 


The Securities and Exchange 
Commission yesterday ordered a 
hearing to determine whether the 
registration of Edgar Spain Grant, 
doing business in Atlanta as 
Grant & Co., should be revoked 
or suspended for alleged viola- 
tions of the Securities Exchange 
act, William Green, regional ad- 
ministrator, announced. 

Allegations of the commission 
set forth that the company had 
misrepresented stock prices and 
sold securities “greatly in excess 
of the actual market price;” that 
unjustified claims were made to 
sell preferred stock of the Amer- 
ican Bantam Car Company, and 
that the mails were used to de- 
fraud in the sale and distribution 
of the common stock of the car 
company. 

Hearing November 14. 

Hearing was set for 10 o’clock 
November 14 in Room 338 of the 
Old Post Office building before 
Examiner James G. Ewell, at 
which time ‘vitnesses will appear, 
evidence will be taken and all 
revelant records will be examined. 
Upon completion of taking testi- 
mony, Ewell will make his report 
to the commission for action. 

Grant was listed as the sole pro- 
rietor of Grant & Co. and is reg- 
istered as an over-the-counter bro- 
ker and dealer. 

The commission citation de- 
clared “information leads it to be- 
lieve that.on divers occasions dur- 
ing the period from May 1, 1937, 
ito January 31, 1939, the registrant 
solicited and obtained from divers 
customers orders for certain se- 
curities ... by means of repre- 
sentations that the prices at which 
said securities would be sold to 
the said customers were the cur- 
rent market prices, when as the 
registrant well knew said custom- 
ers were unaware of the actual 
market prices of said securities, 
and in truth and in fact the prices 
which the registrant represented 
to be the market prices were 
greatly in excess of the actual 
mee prices.
